AN EVANSVILLE SENSATION. 


The Indiana Town Stirred Up Over the 
Mysterious Death of Walter 
Hawkins. 


EVANSVILLE, Ind., Feb.! 16.—[Special.]—A 
sensational state of facts has cropped out in 
connection with the claim of Laura A. Haw- 
kins against the National Mutual Benefit Asgo- 
eiation of Louisville, Ky., for the 
sum of $4,000 on account of the 
alleged death of her husband, 
Walter Hawkins, who had a policy in that com- 
pany for that amount for the benefit of his 
wife. Laura A. Hawkins was married to John 
Joy in 1868, in Vanderberg County, Indiana. 
In November, 1879, on the petition of Laura A., 
in the Superior Court of that county, a 
divorce was granted herfrom Joy. In De- 
cember of the same year the marriage of 
Laura A. Hopkins (Joy) and Walter Hawkins 
took place, and the newly-wedded couple for a 
few months lived happily together; but in No- 
vember, on the joint petition of Joy and 
his former wife the same court entered a de- 
cree setting aside the decree of divorce between 
Joy and Laura, annulling the marriage between 
Laura and Hawkins, and allowing her all the 
personal property of Hawkins by way of com- 
pensation for services rendered by her while 
the wife ot Hawkins.

When Hawkins left Evansville Laura 
was living at No. 1903 Franklin street, a sub- 
urban neighborhood in the vicinity of the 
brick-yards, belonging to Henry Suhrheinrich, 
to whose family she had told the fact that 
Hawkins was a friend who was boarding with 
her. Shortly after Hawkins left, or Sept. 11, 
she moved into a house near by, on a cross 
street, belonging to John Albacher, who keeps 
the Apollo Garden on Third street, and to 


whom sbe guve the name of Laura Joy, 
but said she could the rent 
either as Joy or as Hawkins. 


When she moved into Albacher’s house she 
took with her a woman named Jane Alberson, 
who claims to be her mother, and who occupied 
one story or flat of the house, while Laura oc- 
cupied the other. Albacher, it is alleged, find- 
ing he had upon his hands something not bar- 
gained for, notified them to leave.

On the way 
there he he was taken violently ill and was

MOUNT VERNON, IIL, Feb. 16,—[Special.}—

SCANDALS CAUSED BY 
Loxpon, Feb. 16.—[Special Cable.}—The high 
play at the clubs continues to be a subject ot 
much talk in society. The suicide of Col. White- 
bead is attributed to bis recent heavy losses in 
gambling and to bis infatuation for a well-known 
actress, who drained his purse. The police au- 
thorities have warned the St. James’ Club 
against high play. Itis a notorious fact that 
at this club clerks and attachés of the Govern- 
ment service who bave salaries of a few hun- 
dreds yearly often play at a single sitting for 
sums larger than their whole salary. Other 
West End clubs, as White's, Brooks’, and 
Boodle’s, ate considering the advisability of 
pooksbieing écarté as weil as baccarat. 

PARIS. 

The latest in regard to the Parisian club 
scandal is that papers have been discovered 
which compromise a well-known Viscount, to 
whow the vaiet Louis had let money, and aleo 
a Greek Prince. Both of these gentiemen have 
left Paris since the discovery. The police bave 
informed the committee of the club that unless 
further evidence shail be discovered it will be 
impossible to arrest the suspected members. 
The scandal has served to call attention to the 
furious play which has been going on at this 
club. It ts asserted that M. Wilson, the son- 
in-law of President Grévy, lost a fortune at 
écarté before resigning his membership in the 
club. A Russian noble lost £80,000 sterling in 
a single night. The club had the reputation of 
being the most exclusive in Paris, so far as re- 
gards membership, but cheating has been ex- 
tensively practiced during many years. 


EGY PT. 
ENGLAND'S PREPARATIONS FOR WAB—A ORIT- 
ICAL GITUATION. 

Lorpow, Feb. 16.— (Special Cable.) —The 
preparations for the war in Egypt whicp En- 
giand is now making indicate that the Govern- 
ment anticipates a more serious campaign than 
n mere @xpedition of relief to Tokar. Besides 
ordering a flying column, consisting for the 
most part of marines, to operate from Syakin, 
the Government bas directed the main strength 
of the expedition to operate from Trinkitat. 
An immense transport-train has been collected 
at Cairo sufficient to supply the expedition 
with material for 7,000 troops. It is supposed 
that after effecting the relief of Tokar the expe- 
dition will force a road to Berber, so as to enable 
Gen. Gordon to bring down the garrison and 
fugitives from Khartoum. Between Ismailia 
end Suez more than a thousand camels have 
been collected for the expedition. Gen. Gra- 
ham, the commander-in-chief of the expedi- 
tion, will make no forward movement for the 
relief of Tokar from Suakin ur Trinkitat until 
bis forces amount to 5,500 English troops, witn 
complete equipments. The date now appointed 
for the concentration of the forces at Suakin is 


. Feb. 28. The advance movement to relieve 


Tokar will Degin about the 5th of March. 
Admiral Hewett, who is in command at Sua- 


kin, bas been trying to negotiate with the 


Sheikbs, supposed to be friendly, on the Red Sea 
littoral, to the south of Trinkitat, but all his 
advances have been repelled. Since the fall of 
Sinkat all e Arabs are hastening to array 
themselves under the standard of Osman Dig- 
ma, the leader of the rebel forces.

COLLECTING WATER TAXES. 

Collector Onaban asks Acting Corporation- 
Counsel Winston whether water taxes are a 
lien on the land and buildings against which 
they are assessed. The latter replies that the 
Council has provided two methods of collect- 
ing water taxes—by shutting off the water in 
case of non-payment and by warrant against 
the parties liable. The parties agaihst whom 
the warrants run are the owners of the land 
and of the buildings, or either. The Coliector 
has nothing to do with tenants. The remedy 
on the warrant is against landlords. The way 
to settle with tenants is to shut off the water, 
which should be done tho moment delinquency 
occurs. The charter provides that water 
tax. may be a lien upon the land and ildings, 
but the Council has not so provided. All it has 
done is to provide for the issue of a warrant

CHAMPAGNE. 
4 PRODUCER GIVES SOME IDEA OF THE ENOR- 
MOUS CONSUMPTION. 

Mr. A. Hubinet, a member of the champagne 
house of Pommery & Grenoy, is at the Palmer. 

In conversation with a TRIBUNE reporter, 
Mr. Hubinet said that the annual sale of cham- 
pagne in 1882 amounted to 20,500,000 bottles, 
of which 2,670,000 were consumed in France. 
The 18838 vintage, which was 
abundant, yielded 71,000,000 bottles, more than 
enough fox three years’ consumption. This 
will make up for the poor crops of 1879 and 
1880. In the champagne districts an abun- 
dant yield does not occur more than once in 
four or five years. The largest amount of 
this wine is used by England and her coijonies. 
Next comes the United States. In England the 
duty is only four cents per bottle and the best 
champagne retails at $1.75 per.quart. In the 
United States the duty is $7.36 on a dozen bot- 
tles, so that the price per bottle is nearly twice 
that in England. Russia formerly consumed 
large quantities of champagne, but of late years 
the trade bas diminished. The drink, however, 
first became fashionable in the Russian Empire. 
While Russians and Germans prefer sweet

ture. Judge Drummond held that the Legis- 
lature had no right to divert land from -the 
special purpose to which it was dedicated, and 
granted an injunction. Afterwards the act of 
the Legislature was repealed. In October, 1882, 
a bill was filed in the United States Circuit 
Court by the Attorney-General, Thomas Hoyne, 
and John F. Stafford against the Baltimore & 
Ohio to enforce the injunction obtained in 1869. 
A motion was made before Judge Drummond, 
and in November, 1882, he decided that the ac- 
tion of the State and individuals for a number 
of years had placed the complainants in a posi- 
tion where they were not entitled to an injunc- 
tion. He declined to issue the injunction.”

The Usual Record of Saturday Fluctu- 
ations. 

The markets yesterday were of the usyal 
uninteresting and featureless character pecul- 
iar to Saturday.
